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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Walters  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1963. 

This  was  another  good  year  for  Public  Health  in  the 
Town  in  spite  of  the  very  severe  wintery  weather  which 
persisted  throughout  the  first  few  months.  However,  there 
was  only  a very  slight  increase  in  deaths  from  Respiratory 
Disease.  The  greatest  increase  was  due  to  Coronary  Disease. 
There  was  a fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  a slight 
rise  in  the  number  of  births,  but  the  Registrar  General’s  mid- 
year estimate  population  figure  decreased  by  fifty. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  in  the  new  Infant  School.  Specimens  from 
all  children  and  staff  were  examined  and  a total  of  thirty  three 
cases  were  notified  during  1963.  A few  household  contacts  of 
school  children  were  affected  and  those  who  were  food  handlers 
were  excluded  from  work  until  proved  free  of  the  infection. 

My  Report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections,  and 
the  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector.  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him 
for  his  ready  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  also  the  other 
Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their  continued 
interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

IMMUNISATIONS 

For  the  seventeenth  year  in  succession  no  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Area.  However,  cases  continued  to  occur  in 
the  country.  It  is  still  possible  for  the  disease  to  recur  in  this 
area_if  the  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained.  Parents 
should  ensure  that  their  babies  and  young  children  are  pro- 
tected by  immunisation,  which  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  held  weekly 
on  Tuesday  afternoons. 
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During  the  past  year,  most  of  those  immunised  received 
combined  injections  protecting  them  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough.

The  Report  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  years  and  gives 
a broad  outline  of  the  wide  and  varied  nature  of  the  responsi- 
bilities and  duties  of  the  Department. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Supply  of  Water  for  the  District  was  again  plentiful 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  Filters  and  Chlorination  Plant 
have  worked  satisfactorily. 

For  the  past  few  years  the  new  scheme  of  re-organisation 
has  been  working,  and  the  new  Reservoirs  ensure  a plentiful 
and  regular  supply  over  the  whole  district. 

The  Water  is  sampled  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board 
and  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  were  satisfactory. 
The  entire  population  is  served  direct. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  sewers  have  functioned  throughout  the  year  without 
trouble.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  the  Disposal  Works, 
which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewer- 
age Board,  there  being  four  constituent  authorities  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Sewerage  Board,  namely,  Ammanford  Urban 
District  Council,  the  Urban  District  of  Cwmamman  and  the 
Rural  Districts  of  Llandeilo  and  Pontardawe. 


The  necessary  work  of  improvements  to  the  Board  s Main 
Trunk  Sewers  have  been  completed  ; the  second  stage  of  the 
Board’s  scheme  of  improvements  to  the  sewage  work  has 

commenced. 

There  were  no  cases  of  flooding  in  the  area,  this  is  largely 
attributed  to  the  new  storm  water  sewers. 


RIVERS,  etc.,  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  serious  pollution  of 
rivers  in  the  district.  The  most  serious  source  of  pollution  at 
present  is  the  discharge  of  washery  effluents  from  Collieries 
outside  the  Urban  Area.  These  effluents  are  treated  by  preci- 
Dita^ion  before  discharge  and  when  the  tanks  are  kept  clear 
of  silt,  the  effluents  are  discharged  in  a fairly  clean  con  i ion, 
but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  is  done  sufficiently  often. 
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The  South  West  Wales  Rivers  Board  have  completed  dredg- 
ing operations  and  Rivers  protection  works  to  the  Rivers 
Loughor  and  Amman.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING— DRY  REFUSE 

The  Council  undertake  the  removal  of  all  Dry  House 
Refuse,  collection  being  made  by  the  Council  Lorry  twice 
weekly  from  all  parts  of  the  Town.  The  Refuse,  when  col- 
lected, is  tipped  at  Gelligweirdy  and  Rhydymaerdy.  Trade 
Refuse  from  Fruiterers’  and  Fishmongers’  shops  is  disposed  of 
by  the  Tradesmen  by  burying  on  the  Council  tips. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  type  of  recep- 
tacles in  use,  but  I would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Council  give  consideration  to  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  to  enforce  that  all  house-holders  provide  a standard 
type  Dustbin  for  the  reception  of  house  refuse,  of  such 
material,  size  and  construction  as  the  Authority  may  approve. 

Both  refuse  disposal  tips  have  been  kept  in  a sanitary 
condition  and  are  adequately  fenced  to  prevent  trespass  and 
animals  straying  on  the  tips. 

The  tips  have  been  visited  and  inspected  daily.  Both 
refuse  disposal  tips  are  sprayed  regularly  to  prevent  fly 
nuisance.

Every  effort  is  made  during  the  Summer  months  to 
discourage  schoolchildren  from  bathing  in  the  local  rivers. 

SCHOOLS 

There  are  five  Schools  in  the  area  and  one  private 
Commercial  School.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Council 
Schools  are  excellent,  each  being  provided  with  modern  sani- 
tary conveniences  connected  to  the  sewers  and  with  an  abun- 
dant supply  of  water  from  the  mains.  Improvements  have 
been  carried  out  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  tem- 
porary Secondary  Modern  School  accommodation  at  Canel 
Wesle.

Four  samples  of  Ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

PART  1 OF  THE  ACT 

1. — INSPECTIONS  for  purposes  of  provisions  as  to  health 
(including  inspections  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors). 
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2.— Cases  in  which  DEFECTS  were  found. 

(If  defects  are  discovered  at  the  premises  on  two,  three 
or  more  separate  occasions  they  should  be  reckoned  as 
two,  three  or  more  ‘ cases  ’). 
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COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  Council  own  455  Houses,  which  are  regularly 
inspected. 

THE  RENT  ACT,  1957  (RENT  RESTRICTION 
REGULATIONS) 

This  Act  became  Law  on  the  1st  July,  1957.  The  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  appointed  Rent  Advisory  Officer  to  the 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the  Public  on  the  implica- 
tions of  the  Act. 

CONTROL  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

Work  has  continued  on  the  Rat  Population,  the  added 
powers  given  to  Local  Authorities  under  the  Prevention  of 
damage  by  Pests  Act  being  of  particular  value. 

PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS,  1928-1955 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  also  designated  Petroleum 
Officer,  and  the  Council  have  adopted  the  Model  Code  of 
Conditions  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit.  All  Storage 
Tanks  have  been  tested  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
and  Safety  Measures  applied. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  12  Public  Conveniences  situated  in  the  Town, 
supervision  and  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department,  the  Conveniences  are  cleansed  daily  and  are 

redecorated  annually.
